WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. 
By the Associated Press. 
OLLOWING is the official 

F icx of President Wilson's 

speech at the eighth plenary 

Session of the peace conference, 

as furnished to the President by 

Fred A. Carlson of Chicago, an 

official stenographer with the 

American peace delegation at 

Paris: 

“Mr. President, I should. be 
very sorry to see this meeting 
adjourn with permanent impres- 
sions such as it is possible have 
been created by some of the re- 
marks that our friends have 
made. I should be very sorry to 
have the impression lodged in 
your minds that the great Pow- 
ers desire to assume or play any 
arbitrary role in these great 
matters, or assume, because of 
any pride of authority, to exer- 
cise an undue influence in these 
matters, and, therefore, I want 
to call your attention to one as- 
pect of these questions which 
has not been dwelt upon. 

“We are trying to make. a 
peaceful settlement, that is to 
say, to eliminate those elements 
of disturbance, so far as possible, 
which may interfere with the 
peace of the world, and we are 
trying to make an equitable dis- 
tribution of territories accord- 
ing tathe races, the ethnograph- 
ie@i character of the people in- 
habiting those territories. 

“And back of that Hes this 
fundamentally important fact 
that when the decisions are 
inade, the allied and associated 
Powers guarantee to maintain 
them. It is perfectly -. evident, 
upon a moment's reflection, that 
the chief burden of their main- 
tenance will fall upon the great- 
er Powers. The chief burden of 
the war fell upon the greater 
Powers, and if it had not been 
for their action, their military 
action, we would not be here to 
Settle these questions. And, 
therefore, we must not close our 
eyes to the fact that in the iast 
analysis the military and naval 
strength of the great Powers will 
be the final guarantee of the 
peace of the world. 

“In those cirewumstances, is it 
unreasonable and unjust that 
not as dictators, but as friends, 
the great Powers should say to 
their associates: ‘We cannot af- 
ford to guarantee territorial set- 
tlements which we do not be- 
lieve to be right, and we can- 
not agreé to leave elements of 
disturbance unremoved which 
we belleve will disturb the peace 
of the world?’”’ 

“Take the rights of minorities. 
Nothing, I venture to say, is 
more likely to disturb the peace 
of the world than the treatment 
which might in certain circum- 
stances be meted out to minori- 
ties. And, therefore, if the great 
Powers are to guarantee ‘tho 
peace of the world in any sense 
is it unjust that they should be 
satisi@d that the propér and 
necessaty guarantees have been 
given? 

“Tl beg our friends from Ru- 
mania and from Serbia ,to re- 
member that while Rumania 
and Serbia are ancient sover- 
elgnties, the settlements of this 
conference are greatly adding to 
their territories. You cannot in 
one part of our transactions 
tr@it Serbia alone and in all of 
the other ‘parts treat the king- 
dom of the Serbs, the Croats and 
the Slovenes as a different en- 
tity, for they are seeking the rec- 
ognition of this conference as a 
single entity, and if this confer- 
ence is going to recognize these 
various Powers as new 5s0vV- 
ereignties, within definite terri- 
§ tories,~the chief guarantors are 
entitled to be satisfied that the 
territorial settlements are of a 
character to be permanent, and 
that the guarantees given are of 
a character to insure the peace 
of the world. 3 

“It is not, therefore, the in- 
terventions of those who would 
interfere, but the action of those 
who would help. I beg that our 
friends will take that view of it, 
because I see no escape from 
that view of it.

Official Text of President’s 
Speech at Paris Conference

Garbled Version. 
OLLOWING Is the garbled 
F version of the President's 

speech as used by Frank 
Simonds and read Into the Con- 
gressional Record by Senator 
Johngon, and upon which was 
based Senator Spencer's state- 
ment which the President has 
declared was false: 

“T should be very sorry indeed 
if this session adjourned leaving 
in the mind of anyone the con- 
viction that we have here ex- 
pressed the idea that the great 
Powers wish to. impose their 
will upon the smaller nations, 
out of any feeling of pride or 
arrogance. I want to call at- 
tention to one aspect of this ar- 
rangement which we are work- 
ing on together. We want to 
insure the peace of the world 
and to banish all elements of 
trouble and danger for the fu- 
ture. One of the essential con- 
ditions is an equitable distribu- 
tion of* territory in accordance 
with the desires and affinities of 
the populations. 

“This distribution made, the 
allied and associated Powers will 
guarantee the maintenance of 
the conditions which we shall 
decide upon, having made those 
conditions as just as possible. 
These Powers are the nations 
which will undertake the con- 
tract and the burdens; on them 
will rest the chief responsibil- 
ity, just as, by force of circum- 
stances, they have made _ the 
/ greatest effort during the war. 

And it is necessary always to re- 

member that it is force which is 
» the ultimate guaranty of the 
_ public peace. 

“Under such conditions is it 

. reasonable that we should say to 

» you, speaking in the language 
not of dictators, but of advisers 
and of friends: ‘We cannot 

, guarantee your frontiers here 
if we do not believe that they 
conform to certain principles of 
right and wrong’? 

“Exactly the same line of rea- 
soning applies to the question 
to minorities. It is with the 
same concern that condition as 

’to minorities has been dis- 

cussed. If you want the princi- 
pal allied and associated 
Powers to guarantee the exist- 
ence of your states, is it unrea- 
sonable that they should be sat- 
isfied as to conditions which 
they regard as indispensable, if 
we are to avold future causes of 
wart 

‘We ask our Rumanian and 
Serbian friends to believe that 
we have no desire this evening 
to invade ancient and recognized 
sovereignties. But the present 
treaty will add much, and it is , 
impossible, for example, to treat 
the kingdom of the Serbs, the 
Croats and the Slovenians as a 
unit created by the events 

' which,we have ,witnessed, and 
‘ at the same time, in certain 
contingencies, to treat the Ser- 
bian kingdom as a separate 
» state. If these states are solidly 
established, thanks to the treaty 
» which we are making together, 
‘ the right belongs to the Powers 
’ which will guarantee the execu- 
tion of this.treaty, in the last 
analysis, to see to it that the 
conditions on which these states 
‘ will be established are of a sort 
’ to insure the public peace. Our 
desire in this is not to interfere 
in any fashion which might in- 
jure these states in any particu- 
lar, but aid them and to help 
the common cause. We hope 
that you will not hesitate to ac- 
cept our point of view, because 
we cannot see another means of 
settling the question. 

“How could the. Government 
of the United States go before 
the Congress and people of the 
United States and pretend that it 
had assisted in insuring the 
peace of the world, if it believed 
that the settlement agreed upon 
here contained unstable or dan- 
gerous elements? 

“If the world should be trou- 
bled again, if the conditions 
which we all regard as funda- 
mental are challenged, the guar- 
anties which wij be given you 
will pledge that the United 
States will send its army and 
fleet across the ocean. Is it sur- 
prising, under such conditions, 
that it should desire to reach a 
solution of the various problems 
which seems to it satisfactory? 

“TI would say to Mr.Bratiano, 

) in particular, that we have not 
‘ the smallest desire to impair the 
sovereignty of his country. We 
do not want to do anything that 
could displease him.

Beverage Dispensers’ Union, mem- 

bers of which also are on strike at 


in the open shop controversy, sug- 


representing the 


KUBELIK HERE WITH 
TWO $30,000 VIOLINS 


Bohemian Violinist to Give 
Pirst American Concert in 
Seven Years Here Tomorrow. 


Jan Kubelik, eminent Bohemian 
who is to give his first 
in nearly seven 


violinist, 
American concert

“This,” said Kubelik, “is ‘The Em- 
peror,’ one of the three most cele- 
brated Stradivarius violins in the 
world.” He purchased it 11 ygars 
ago for $30,000, he said, and would 
not part with it for any sum. He 
rushed into an adjoining room, from 
which came in a moment a thrilling 
tinkle of plucked strings, and re- 
turned with a second violin. 

“This,””’ he sald, “is perhaps the 
finest Giuseppe Guarnerius extant.” 
He appraised its value at $30,000. He 
placed the two instruments side by 
side on the dresser, and there, in a 
space which a newspaper would 
cover, lay at least $60,000 worth of 
violins. 

Kubelik will play the Strad at his 
concert. Its celebrity, he explained, 
rises from two facts. It is a repre- 
sentative of the best years of the 
world’s greatest maker of violins. It 
is in a perfect state of preservation, 
without crack or flaw, because for 
130 years it lay in two English col- 


Mme. Nellie Melba, during the sea- 
son of 1913-14. The outbreak of the 
war interrupted his career as a con- 
cert performer, and stranded him 
and his family upon his estate, Byt- 
cica, near Zilina, in Bohemia.

The second concerto, in 
D-major, is b‘s favorite; it is in three 
movements, played without pause. 
The third concerto, in E-major, is 
an essay in highly modern style, also 
in three movements.

The first concerto’s opening move-

their development. The second, or 
slow movement, is in aria form—that 
is, two melodies in succession, with a 
return to the first as a conclusion.

“When I played this concerto in 
Vienna,” said Kubelik, “everyone 
said it was strikingly Slavic in style. 
When I played it at Prague, the Bo- 
hemians said it wasn’t Slavic at all. 
So I don’t know which it is.” 

Ten weeks ago Kubelik, accompa- 
nied by the Philharmonic Orchestra 
of Prague, played his three concer- 
tos before an audience of 100,000 at 
a benefit for the famous Bohemita 
soldiers who fought their way across 
Siberia and traversed the United 
States on their way back to their 
country.

owners, experts computed that approximately $500,000,000 
worth of new equipment was the imperative need of the hour. The 
New York Central Lines immediately placed their $53,000,000 equip- 
ment order, covering 196 locomotives, 265 passenger cars and 11,244 
freight cars. 

These freight cars, if coupled together, would make a solid train 
ninety miles long. But measured by the total number of efficient 
cars added to active service, the repair progfam of the New York 
Central Lines this year amounts to several times the new construc- 
tion. 

Crippled freight cars to the number of 59,196 were rebuilt and 
rendered 100 percent. serviceable up to September Ist. During the 
same period, ““medium’”’ repairs were made to 41,222 .additional 
damaged freight cars. 


AST March assurances were given the shippers and the public 
generally that no time would be lost in meeting the needsof the 
service, in rehabilitating existing equipment and purchasing new 
rolling stock. 
The New York Central Lines are keeping faith.
